There is no 
surer method than to take pride in the 
road that goes past jmir door. D. 
Ward King began his successful roud 
drag campaign in this way. it has 
spread from a little .Missouri town to 
all parts of the world. 

There Is one line of roud Improve- 
ment that is more easily carried on 
than any other and consequently Is 
more frequently overlooked. Every 
roadway can l>e kept free from nox- 
ious weeds with comparatively little 
labor if the matter Is taken up prompt 
ly. Euch weed thut matures bares a 
more prolific crop of seed thau Its 
predecessor. If the fence corners and 
the roadside are kept free It will be 
an easy mutter to exterminate the 
undesirable weed pests which ure com- 
ing to be u decided problem. If you 
cannot drag your road you can at 
least have regard for your adjacent 
field to keep the weeds from growing 
along the roadside. 

When tine, labor and money have 
been expended upon the beds of coun- 
try roads and highways there Is the 
hope of compensation In the way of 
Improvement. 

If the farmer west of the Mississip- 
pi is blessed with a good road leading 
to and from his farm, why shouldn't 
be pny some attention to the roadside? 

There are instances where he hus 
an excuse. A rank growth of weeds 
and briers may be more pleasing to 
look at thnn the fence they hide, but 
where land Is worth $50 or mare per 
acre lie forfeits that excuse. A good, 
well constructed fence along the high- 
way will arouse a certain amount of 
pride, which acts as an Incentive to 
get busy with the scythe and ax and 
clean up. 

Many county supervisors and mem- 
bers of the Iowa (Sood Iloads associa- 
tion are advocating the building of a 
good hlghwuy fence, one which will 
be an effectual guard against trespass 
and add beauty to the landscape as 
the real solntlon of the clean roadside 
problem. 

Most of the road tux has been work- 
ed out. Presumably country roads 
will need no further attention until 
next summer, but they do just the 
■ame. Thev must be hurrowod, drag 
ged tad leveled contlnuousJy until fro- 
aen solid. This is eusy; this Is Impor- 
tant. Neglect It and the vast amount 
of work and money expended will be 
largely wasted. This Is the weakuesa 
Of the present system of road man- 
agement In the middle west. The work 
la not economically done. faere nas 
been some Improvement of late yeare. 
but not much. I-et the farmers help 
I by dragging and harrowing newly 
made or repaired roads until cold 
weather. 

A good way to Improve a aand road 
la to spread a coating of clay oyer It 
with a manure spreader.

The Blue Sky. 

The bine sky which reveals Itself as 
the hemispherical vault of the firma- 
ment In the absence of clouds Is the 
far depths of the air sending back to 
the observer some part of the solar 
Illumination which they receive.
